by them, Tho particulars are given
in letters to Hon. W. II. Hardy and Hon. A.
E. Davis, and aro as follows: Ira Wood worth
(first recorder of Mohavo county) and a man
named Benjamin were at work sinking a
shaft in the Sacramento district (near Har
dyville j wuen a number ot too vtailapais
came suddenly upon them and mortally
wounding them at tho first flro ; Woodworm
ran about forty yards mid fell down a hill
where his body was found, pierced with four
bullets, and his head smashed to a jelly. A
man named Jitdson and ono named linker
wero working at another shaft jicar by and
wore killed while trving to climb out. The
shaft is 130 feet deep, and as tho men were
coming up tho Indians jsjltcd them with
rocks, and also shot Jutlson, tho bullet jwss- -

Ing through his body. Sam. Knodles, who
was at tho top of tho shaft, as soon as shot
jumped and secured his Henry rillcand called
to another companion, Mr. Conover, to help
him tight tho Indians. Finding tho latter
numerous they made haste for camp and ulti
matoly for tho river, a distance of eight miles.
A party started out immediately to bury the
dead. They found all tho bodies near where
tho attack was nude,'4, except Benjamin, who
had wandered some six miles before death
closed his career.

THE MINING LAW.

Mr. Hardy has introduced a bill in the
Council to repeal Chapter 50 of tho Howell
Code, which is tho mining law of the Terri
tory. This Ls well enough, for without tak
ing into view other reasons, tho Congressional
act, makes this long and intricate law unnec-
essary. Rut what tho people aro ch icily in
terested in is to know tho" character of the
new law our Legislators propose to substitute.
We learn that Mr. Davis of Mohave county
has one in hand, and wo tnako.no doubt that
he will try to make it acceptable. We hojw
he will bo careful to see that it is short,
pointed,. and so clear that no man can mis
understand it. A law that is open to a dozen
diirerent interpretations Is not fitted to this
new country, or indeed to any country. Sim-

plicity is a first necessity, and economy Ls an-

other. Our miners should be able to perfect
their titles nt tho most reasonable cost.
Tho matter of recording Ls of great import-
ance, as is that of defining the claims, and
working them. While tho new law is liberal
and just, we trust it will be cautious and
complete, so that its practical result may bo
tho speedy development of ourgreat mining
interests, and it may prove an invitation
rather than a bource of distrust to tho capi-

talist.

DEATH OF GOVERNOR CONNELLY.

Wo sincerely regret to announce tho death
of the Honorable Henry Connelly, lato Gov-

ernor of New Mexico, and stepfather of Hon.
rrank Chavez, Delegato in Congress from
New Mexico. Governor Connelly belonged
to the old school ofAmerican gentlemen. Al-

though ho had lived upon tho frontier for a
largo part of his life he was ever as jwlished
and urbano as though moving in the most re-

fined society. Ho was a well read anil obser-
vant man, and both in public and private life
greatly respected and beloved. Having been
identified with Now Mexico for two score
years, ha was every where known and influ
ential. Wo will not do more than say, that
those in Arizona who knew htm, and they
are many, will join in mourning his loss and
honoring his memory as that of a good and
true man, an earnest patriot, and an upright
and competent public officer.

Wo learn from private
sources that Captain Porter, a well known
miner in California and Arizona, has recently
been murdered by tho Apaches. Captain
Porter was a Virginian by birth, and former
ly in the United States army, and took part
in the Mexican conflict. Since the breaking
out of the civil war Porter has resided in Ar
izona, where ho won for himself a character
for courage that amounted to reckless disre-
gard of Apache bullets. It seems that on
July 10th ho was prospecting near tho Pino
Alto mines, in Now Mexico, and having gone
alone a short distance from tho camp, ho was
snot down and itorribSy mutilated uy the na-

Captain Porter has been so often reported

killed that wo havo delayed referring to tho
above report. Wo regret to believe it is true,
and that tho Captain has really fallen a prey
to the Apache. Ho was a man of a good deal
of intelligence, a sturdy pioneer, and althougl
whimsical In the extreme, ho had warm friends
throughout Arizona.

Whkn President Johnson left Washington
it was found ho had filled a commission for C.
